LOS ANGELES. July lO.-It is con- 


servatively estimated that tonight there 
are 8000 teachers in the city, and when 
the president's gavel falls tomorrow at 
the opening Genlon .of the. N.E.A. con- 
vention this number will be reinforced 
by large delegations from the far East 
and -one or two of- the. middle, states. 
Indeed, not until Wednesday morning 
will the special flyer from Chicago ar- 
rive with the Illinois contingent. As 
the New Tor* guests have telegraphed 
ahead that eighty rooms be reserved 
for them, It la confidently asserted that 
when registration . is completed there 
will be names of over 10,000 teachers on 
the rolls an being in attendance on their 
convention. 
And the preparations for 


their reception are all completed. 
At 8 


o'clock this evening as one instan- 
taneous flash over 10.000 incandescent 
and 500 arc lights twinkled welcome to 
the multitudes that lined the principal 
streets. 
And these were In addition 


to the ordinary city lights, and tht ef- 
forts of the merchants who have in 
very many instances lighted up their 
premises with lights in variegated col- 
ors. 
The park, upon which the pavil- 


ion faces and wherein the general ses- 
sions of the convention will be held. Is 
made bright as day, and a band is en- 
tertaining the throng that fills every 
avenue. 
When the work o£ tho convention be- 


gins tomorrow it will be carried on in 
specialized form, each department hav- 
ing its own meeting place and an op- 
portunity being thus afforded for the 
teachers to attend to the department 
work in which they have special inter- 
est and also participate in the various 
forms of recreation 
provided. 
The 


city teachers have kRpt open house at 
the headquarters and have dispensed 
luclous fruit with fruit punch and lem- 
onade to the visiting teachers. 
The 


reception rooms were transferred into 
a bower of roses and presented a typi- 
cal appearance. 
Tomorrow will also 


be set apart as a IMS Angeles day and 
the local teachers will again 
receive 


their incoming guests. 
This afternoon between. 200 and 300 


of the visitors went on a special excur- 
sion to Mount Ix>we and after dark 
viewed the expanse beneath, dotted 
with towns, and in the distance the Pa- 
cific ocean in the light of the immense 
search light at the observatory. 
The

We Need a University Trust?" In 
which ho has summed up the problems 
offering for solution: 
(1) How to> se-

states the highest grade of instruc-

his is the first notice of the university. 
2) To organize those departments of 
graduate work for which there is the 
greatest demand, not from the i>rofes- 
ors, but from graduates from the col- 
egiate courses to the extent to which 
be funds available will warrant, after 
provision Is made for carrying, on the 
undergraduate work at the highest de- 
gree of efficiency.

Special Passenger Runs Into 


a Freight. 


Thirteen Other Passengers More 


or Less Seriously In- 


jured. 


STOCKTON. July 10.— A Burlington 


special train of nine coaches, on the 
way from St. Louis to Los Angles, 
loaded with teachers to attend the Na- 
tional. Educational. Association con- 
vention, now in session, crashed into 
a freight train within 300 yards of the 
depot at Newman; Stanislaus county; 
at 2:30 this morning:, with the result 
that two ladleu were killed and thir- 
teen other passengers Injured. 


The train was going at the rate of 


forty miles an hour, and the freight 
train, was taking water on the main 
track. 


The freight immediately took fire, 


and an empty coach, way car and three 
flatcars were burned. 
The members of 


the Newman Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment turned out and it was through 
their efforts that the remainder of the 
freight train was sav«d and that the 
passenger train did not catch on fire at 
all. 


There were no baggage care between 


Ihe locomotive of the special and the 
tourist sleeper, so, when the collision 
came, the tender of the locomotive 
Crashed into the sleeper, killing the two 
adies In the forward berth and injur- 
ing thirteen other occupanta of the 
•same car. 
The fact of there being no 


Liaggage car between the engine and 
the sleeper caused a great deal oE com- 
ment at Newman, where it ia believed 
that, had the baffsage car been in place 
there would have been no one killed 
and but few, if any, injured. 
None 


of the other coaches left the track. 


The passengers of the special are, for 


:he most part, stopping at the Russ 
House, where they are being cared fur, 
and word hns been sent by the South- 
ern Pacific Company that all the spe- 
cial passenger? will be taken to San 
Francisco on the 2 o'clock train today, 
while the bodies of the killed will be 
shipped East tomorrow. 


No one was allowed to look at the 


bodies 'this morning, pending1 the ar- 
rival of the Coroner, who was expected

The Sperry Flour Co.'s Mill «1 


Chico Burned. 


CHICO. July 11.— The most destruc- 


tive' fire' ever -seen iu Chico occurred 
tierc this afternoon at 4 o'clock when 
fire was discovered in the engine room 
of the Sperry Flour Company mill. De- 
spite the desperate efforts of the mil: 
hands and farm employes the flames 
spread rapidly to all parts of the build- 
ng-. 
The large warehouse adjoining: 


was soon in flames, the heat being so 
n tense that the firemen were driven 
back. The tall water tower and stable* 
of General Bidwell caught from cinders 
and it appeared as though the Bldwell 
mansEon would also be destroyed, but 
willing- helpers saved this magnificent 
mansion. 
A strong south wind pre- 


vailed at the time and carried the burn- 
ing brands several miles In- the country! 
Several grain fields started by the cin- 
ders but hundreds of men quenched 
them before much damage was done. 


Tn the mills and warehouses a large 


amount of 'grain was stored. It all be- 
ing totally destroyed.

ments nine and ten of the federal con- 
stitution which it appears to him arc 
clearly intended to make effective the 
spirit and letter of the declaration of 
independence 
regarding 
inalienable 


rights among which is the fundamental 
natural right to buy and sell and make 
combinations not inimical to the pub- 
lic good. 
Continuing, he says: 


" A great majority of the trusts will, 


however, unquestionably be able tn 
show to the satisfaction of the United 
States supreme court at least that by 
the use of large capial and improved 
methods, they have reduced the cost of 
their production and are thus a benefit 
and not a detriment to the general pub- 
lic. 
That the greatest good to. thc
